ed n ess. 
Realization of the d ream w'ill 
come in 1943, n early 30 
years 
earlier than even the most opti­ 
mistic city officials d ared hope 
w’hen the amortization fun d w’as 
established in 1924. 
Barrin g 
un foreseen 
d evelop­ 
men ts. it W'ill mean the liftin g of 
a $2,800.000 an n ual tax burd en . 
The 
amortization 
fun d 
w'as 
born when the city foun d $400,000 
in its pockets as a 
result of a 
policy permittin g property ow'n - 
ers to pay street 
improvemen t 
assessmen ts in in stallmen ts caiTy- 
in g six per cen t in terest. 
Sinking Fund 
This reven ue, plus on e-third of 
all other 
in terest 
received 
on 
mun icipal fun d s, w'as set asid e as 
a sin kin g fun d an d in vested in 
such lucrative securities as d e­ 
lin quen t tax certificates. Thus, the 
3400.000 baby had grow'n to $9,- 
400.000 by the start of the curren t 
year. 
While this growth w'as takin g 
place, the bon d ed d ebt shrun k 
from its $50.000.000 peak through 
paymen ts on the prin cipal out of 
fun d s from 
the tax levy. 
By 
last Jan uary 1, the d ebt w'as d ow'n 
to $13.000.000. An other year an d 
the balan ce should be struck. 
Pay -As-You-Go 
Con curren tly w’ith this activity, 
the mun icipality w’en t even far­ 
ther in farsighted n ess. It stopped 
issuin g bon d s for all except self- 
liquid atin g improvemen ts. 
Then 
it set up a perman en t improve­ 
men t fun d to fin an ce n eed ed fu­ 
ture projects on a pay-as-you-go 
basi<. 
The 
improvemen t 
fun d 
w’as 
built up this w’ay: Whereas the 
tax levy could have been low'ered 
from year to year as require­ 
men ts to meet ben d ed d ebt re­ 
tiremen t became smaller, the sum 
for such purposes was pegged in 
1937 at $6.300,000. The d ifferen ce 
betw’een prin cipal 
an d 
in terest 
paymen ts the sum collected w'en t 
in to the improvemen t fun d . 
After 1943, on ly $3,500,000 w’ill 
be n eed ed an n ually from the tax 
levy to con tin ue fin an cin g public 
impro\emen ts on a cash basis— 
an d $2.800,000 thus will be saved 
each year.
